With two new jurors substituted for 
Michael J. Dwyer and Sam Jungling, 
who was disqualified because of con- 
victions for felonies, the inquiry into 
the mysterious murder of Charles A. 
Miller, whose body was found near 
the waterworks conduit in North 8t. 
Louis, was resumed Wednesday. 
Shortly after nvuon the inquest was 
adjourned until 2 p. m., nearly all the 
witnesses having been examined. As- 
Sistant Prosecuting Attorney Thomas 
asked that all who had testified be 
sent to his office, and that he be fur- 
nished with a transcript of the evi- 
dence 

During a part of the hearing Jack Al- 
lington, the suspect, held his 1l-months 
old baby in his arms. 

A dramatic feature was the identifi- 
cation of Allington by George Meyers, 
i2 years old, of 350 Carrie avenue, as the 
man who met him and his brother 
near the waterworks conduit last 
Thursday afternoon 
man was dead or dying in the weeds 
nearby 

The boy had been in the witness room 
until called. Asked to point out the 
man who spoke to him, ne lodked all 
around,the Coroner's office and finally 

inted t@ Allington .—".,. 

“"T am sure that is the man,’ he said. 

Harry Meyers, George’s brother, had 
previously described the man. The de- 
scription included even the moles on 
Allington’s face. He, too, believed Al- 
lington was the man, but was not so 
pesitive as his brother. 

Laughed at Question. 

“This man we met just laughed when 
we asked him why he didn't tell a po- 
liceman,’’ said the boy. 

Policeman James Neville of 
Louis testified that it had been reported 
to him that Allington recently § ap- 
proached a locomotive engineer whose 
gold watch had been taken by a high- 
wayman and. told him that he could 
get the watch back for $3. When the 
engineer produced the money he sald 
Aliington took the watch from his pock- 
et and handed it over. 

Neville testified that Sunday afters: 
noon hée went to Allington’s house in 
East Si. Louis whith Edward Miller. 
Allington shook hands with Edward, 
and s®id: ‘‘Where is your brother?’’ 
When told that Miller was missing he 
seemed much surprised, and said he had 
not read a paper as he had no money 
to buy one. 

Neville arrested him, but did not tell 
him Miller was dead. Aljllington, the 
policeman said, stepped into an adjoin- 
ing room and said to his wife: ‘‘Charley 
Milier has been murdered. I'll have to 
go to police headquarters.”’ 

On the way out Neville found a copy 
of the Sunday Post-Dispatch, folded at 
the account of the murder, lying on a 
sewing machine. 


Wife With Him Tharsday. 


Thomas F. Hickey, car repair fore- 
man for the Wabash, at Luther Station, 
North St. Louis, testined that Allington 
had twice called at his office. three- 
fourths of a’mile from the scene of the 
murder, in search of a job.

HALTED BEHIND CHURCH 





Policenian Doherty, Seeing At- 
tack, Crept Up Behind 
Robbers. 





ALMOST BROKE HIS ARM 
Desperate Struggle for Revol- 
ver After Captive’s Com- 
rade Flees. 





As Policeman Harry Doherty reached 
Ewing avenue at 2:3 a. m. 
Wednesday, walking east on Wash- 
ington avenue, he saw Prof. Riah- 
ard O'Gorman Lawler, instructor 
in oratory and higher English, 
at St. Louis University, standing with 
his hands in the air, while two negroes 
“*frisked’’ his clothes. 

After reconnoitering a moment from 
behind a stone pillar of the fence at 
2900 Washington avenue, Policeman 
Doherty crept stealthi'y toward the trto, 
who were at the mouth of an alley 
opening ot Ewing avenue, between 
Washington avenue and Locust street, 
in the shadow of St. Charles Borromeo 
Church. Prof. Lawler stood facing the 
approaching policeman. The negroes 
facee south. 

By keeping well in the shadow and 
treading softly, Policeman Doherty was 
within a few feet of the men before 
they heard him. Then the larger of the 
two negroes cried “Officer!” and sped 
south on Ewing avenue. 

The second negro turned with @ gasp 
of surprise just as the policeman sprang 
upon him. His left wrist was caught in 
a grasp of iron. With his right hand the 
negro tnade ineffectual efforts to bring

his sleeve. 

Apparently dazed by the sudden turn 
in events, Prof. Lawler stood motionless 
beside the fence, while Doherty and the 
negro joined in desperate battle for the 
weapon. 

Releasing his grip on the negro’s left 
arm, the officer clinched with him, en- 
deavoring to force back his right arm. 
The two wrestled from side to side of 
the pavement and finally into the street. 

As a last resort the policeman trust- 
ed the issue to the strength of his left 
arm. With relentless power he forced 
the negro’s right arm upward and back- 
ward, into a position where a few more 
inches would mean fracture. His right 
hand clinched the negro’s left. 

S.owly the policeman's toughened mus- 
cles conquered. The negro, panting, be- 
gan to weaken. “With the suddenness of 
a cat Doherty tripped him and hurled 
him to the asphalt. 

Wanted to Exeente Robber. 

In the fal] the revolver was lost from 
the grasp of the two hands struggling 
for it, and fell to one side, toward Prof. 
Lawler. The latter suddenly entered the 
acene of action by snatching the pistol 
from the ground and leveling it at the 
prostrate negro’s head. 

“Lean to one side, officer—let 
the scoundrel,’’ he cried. 

With a knee on the chest of the pris- 
oner, Doherty faced Prof. Lawler and 
der-andeu the weapon. When the excit- 
ed instructor refused, the officer pulled 
him to his knees and wrenched the pis- 
tol from his hands. 

Perceiving uis temporary advantage, 
the prostrate negro made an effort to 
rise. In the suddenness of the strug- 
gle that followed Duherty was again 
forced to relinquish the weapon. He 
arew his club and struck the negro on 
the shoulders and shins, and the lat- 
ter blow made the prisoner helpless. 

After a call had been sent to Man- 
chester Avenue Station for a patrol 
wagon the negro again showed signs of 
fight. Policeman Barry appeared on the 
scene, and assisted Doherty and Prof. 
Lawler to subdue the prisoner. 

Prof. Lawler accompanied the two to 
the station, where he gave his address, 
418 Pine street. He says he will swear 
out a warrant against the negro. 

The negro gave hic name Dan- 
dridge Powell, and said he came to St. 
Louis from Chicago Dec. 7. He said 
he served at one time on the Chicago

Prof. Lawler said Wednesday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he was 
halted by the negroes, one of whom dts- 
played a revolver, with the demand 
he throw uz his hands.

The men had opened Prof. Lawler’s 
vest, he says, and was searching the 
inner pockets, when Doherty appeared. 
He had a rol! of money in a trousers 
pocket,

and has been an instructor in Christian 
Brothers’ College and Washington Uni- 
versity.

Mrs. Josie Voisin Wounded by 
Load From Gun While 
Hunting Prowler. — 





CALLER WAS WITH HER 
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Ben Detienne, Neighbor, Ac- 
companying Her in Search, 
With Pistol Drawn, 





Mrs. Josie Voisin, a handsomé widow 
living on a farm six miles southeast of 
Collinsville, ILil., is confined to her bed 
suffering from the effects of 15 shot 
fired into her leg and the lower part of 
her abdomen Sunday night. She told a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch Wednes- 
day that she was pretty certain as to 
the identity of the rman who had shot 
her. 

‘Though seriousiy wounded, Mrs. Voi- 
sin is in no danger of death unless 
blood poisoning or other complications 
set in. None of the shot penetrated the 
abdominal cavity. 

Mrs. Voisin is 3% years old, 
been a widow for five years. 
band was a physician, 
practiced in St. Louis. 
she has lived with her daughters, 
aged 10, and Verna, 12. 
farm and other property. 

Sunday night Ben Detienne, a neigh- 
bor, called at her house to talk about 
buying some corn. He was about ready 
to leave at 10 o’clock, when Mrs. Vol- 
sin went to the porch to get a stick of 
wood. She heard a noise in a patch 
of woods across the road and directls 
in front of her house, and when she 
went inside she told Detierine. He told 
her that she was mistaken about any- 
one prowling around the house. 

‘M’'m not mistaken.” she insisted. 
“Flave you got your ‘pop’ with 

Detienne said that he had his revolyv- 
er and gave it to Mrs. Voisin. She 
stepped back on the porch and fired 
two shots into the air. Detienne 
fired three times in the air 
to frighten the prowler. 

Detienne reloaded .his revolve: 
Mrs. Voisin, who had gone to the

It was midnight when news of the 
young man’s supposed ‘“‘plight’’ reached 
the Post-Dispatch’s New York Bureau. 
A reporter was hurried to him, prepared 
to give immediate succor. That Carter 
was not seeking the aid of mortal man 
and was happy on his bed of planks 
was apparent in about three seconds 
egees the reporter‘ reached his shack. 

' “Why, I'm used tothis, old man. 
Don’t you worry about me,” said he. 
“T have roughed it long and often.’’ 

His voice was that voice of memory 
dear—the voice of Sol Smith Russell 
when playing in ‘‘Peaceful Valley.

FET FROM EARTH 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20—-One man was 


killed and 40 persons were more or les* 
seriously injured when two crowded 
passenger trains met on the elevated 
tracks of the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad last night near 
One Hundred and Tenth street in Har- 
lem. The victim was J. W. Kuapp of 
New Rochelle.

PUBLICITY VS. IRRESPONSIBILITY. 
The single cause which unites all other causes for 

everything wrong in the St. Louis Police Depart- 

raat can be defined in a single word. The word is 

“irresponsibility. 

As far as thé idea that it is not responsible to the 
peaple of the city controls in the police force, the 
police force is disorganized. No system of discipline 
can couvert it iuto an irresponsible organization on 
a military basis or prevent it from showing criminal 
tendencies as svon as it begins to grow irresponsib’ e. 

The searchlight now being thrown on the police 
record of the last three or four years illustrates the 
idea of fina] responsibility to the public. 

Ié means that sooner or later every man connceted 
with the police force and drawing pay from the 
public, must answer publicly for all he does in his 
public office. 

This is the ouly possible basis for public honesty 
and efficiency. When men are prepared to give 
public account for their actions, they have nothing 
to fear, and nothing ta expect except public grati- 
tude. But no American cominunity will long to’er- 
ate any system of organized irresponsibility. The

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By an inadvertence the impression was conveyed 
yesterday that public dinners would be served at 
the various halls where there will be Post-Dispatch 
Christmas Festivals for the poor children.

The public dinner for the families was 
changed to private dinners for two reasons, one 
being that the Coliseum could not be obtained, and 
the other being that the bountiful dinner at the 
home will be even more appreciated than a dinner 
at a public hall. Basket dinners will be sent to the 
homes of all destitute families known to the chaiity 
workers or to individuals and of which the basket, 
conunittee is notified. Not less than~1800 of these 
basket dinners will be sent out this war. 

At the seven different halls the children will be 
given Christmas Festivals, with Santa Claus, Christ- 
mas trees, Christmas boxes containing nuts, fruits 
and candy, and Christmas presents. Thus the three 
divisions of the Festival will be covered, guarantee- 
ing good cheer for every destitute person in St. 
Louis not otherwise provided for. 

Evidence of .the generous spirit of the people of 
St. Louis has been most profuse, not only in the 
acceptance of the subscription blanks, but in re- 
quests from many for such blanks. The best evi- 
dence of the Christmas spirit of the people is to be 
found in the fact that every destitute family whose 
story has been told in the Post-Dispatch has been 
abundantly provided for within a few hours of pub- 
lication. But there is room for the largest generos- 
ity this year, to be applied through this greatly ex- 
panded Christmas Festival plan, by which all will

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WHAT IS HE WORTH? 

Lhe salary of the President of the Equitable As- 
surance Society is $80,000 a year, The President of 
the (Mutual Life gets §50,000. Other great cor- 
porations are equally liberal to their upper serv- 
ants. A competent president is counted as worth 
all the way from $25,000 to $100,000 a year. 

The college professor in the West receives from 
$1200 to 42500 a year. A few are worth $3000, or 
even $4000, but the average salary is nearer $2069. 
Even in the East the maximum salary paid ‘a pro. 
fessor is said to be $5500. In that part of the coun- 
try the average is probably not above $3500. 

ft thus appears that Mr. Paul Morton is worth 
twenty times as much as a Harvard professor—say 
Prof. James, or Muensterberg, or Royce. Mr. Me- 
Curdy, who drew $150,000 from the Mutual Lie. 
was worth about fifty times asimuch as the pro- 
fessor of philosophy in the greatest American uni- 
versity. As for Western professors, they are com- 
mercially too insignificant to mention in the same 
paragraph with distinguished public servants like 
Messrs McCall, McCurdy and Morton. 

The three professors named above never produced 
a tangible fact, nothing that could be weighed, 
measured, touched or eaten. Indeed, it may be 
questioned whether they are worth to society what 
they receive. All they give—what is itf—ideas, al- 
Ways ideas, never a scheme or a syndicate, or an 
automobile or a department store. 

The great laborers in the vireyards of society have 
something to show for their industry—cash, stocks 
and bonds, country houses—facts, in short, facts— 
just what society needs—facts. 

If it be objected that many of these facts really 
belong to society and were “converted,” as the law- 
yers say,>the answer is that the objector has 
no Knowledge of business as it is practiced by 
teally high financiers. He is a kicker, a knocker, 
an impracticable person, a failure. 

Nevertheless, the question repeats itself: which 
one is worth most to society. the highly paid presi- 
dent of the corporation or the professor with ideas 
in his head and nothing at all, perhaps, in his
